T 
w e n t y - o n e y e a r s ago a group of 
public utility pioneers headed by Mr. 
Samuel Insult began an experiment in north­ 


ern Illinois. Their laboratory was Lake County. 
Their materials were twenty-two towns scat­ 
tered along the lake shore north of Chicago. 


Many of these communities numbered no 
more than 300 families. Twelve of them had 
no electric service of any kind. The ether ten 
had electric service of a sort. Service began at 
five o’clock in the evening— six hours later 
it stopped. Generating plants were locally 
owned and financed. They were located in 


makeshift buildings and coal was stoked by 
hand. W hen the weather was bad, customers 
got out their oil lamps. They knew better 
than to expect electricity. 


It was the aim of the public utility pioneers 
to supply a higher type of service by central­ 


izing the production of electricity required by 
these towns. They wanted not only to improve 
the service rendered the ten. communities 
already receiving electricity. They wanted also 


to extend service to the twelve communities 
that had no service of any kind. 


Extreme measures were adopted. The ten 
neighborhood electric plants that had been 
supplying ten of the towns were purchased. 
They were abandoned within a short time. 


To .replace them, what was then a gigantic 
new electric plant had been erected near Lake 


Michigan. Tons of copper wire were strung 


on wooden poles to carry the current from the 


central electric plant to the twenty-two com­ 
munities. Little substations were built along 


the way. It was a costly undertaking. Miost 


people shook their heads and predicted failure. 


But here is what happened: 
W ithin two 


years, the ten villages that had formerly been 
getting six-hour service — as well as all but 
two o f the other twelve towns that had had 
no service of any kind— were receding electricity 
twenty-four hours a day. Up to the attic went 
the old oil lamps. 


During these same two years, the users of 
electricity doubled. And because of quantity 
production, fuel costs at the generating sta­ 
tion were lowered 70%. 
O ther operating 


costs w*ere reduced 84%. Customers received 
electricity at lower rates than ever before. 


More important still, there ’was money to pay 
interest on new capital for bettering service 
and expanding facilities. 


The success c f this Lake County Experi­ 


ment demonstrated new electric light and 
power possibilities in suburban and rural 
areas. To repeat the original experiment on 
a grander scale, four relatively small electric 


and gas companies in northern Illinois com­ 


bined in August, 1911, to form the Public 


Service Company cf N orthern Illinois. Dur­ 


ing the next few years, 18 additional locally- 
managed utility companies merged with it. 
The haphazard part-time service they had been 
supplying became reliable twenty-four hour 


service. Rates were lowered several times. 


How the Lake County Experiment led to 


the development of a “superpower network” 
in northern Illinois and the extension of elec­ 
tric service to an ever-widening area will be 
told in next week’s story.

uation, instruction and spirit, sal­ 
aries of teachers, the training and 
preparations of teachers, the teach­ 
ing load, pupil 
loads, 
and the 
school’s program with reference to 
physical education and to its ath­ 
letic relationship with other high 
schools as determined by the state 
athletic association. 
The North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools is 
rn accrediting agency comprising 
twenty states and is the largest 
regional accrediting agency in the 
United States. 
The object of the 
Association is to establish 
closer 
relations between 
the 
secondary 
schools and 
the institutions of 
higher education within the North 
Central states and in such other 
territory as the North Central as­ 
sociation may recognize. 
All deci­ 
sions of the association bearing on 
the policies 
and 
management of 
secondary schools and institutions 
of higher education are understood 
to be advisory in their character. 
The accrediting^of schools by the 
North Central association is a co­ 
operative 
undertaking. 
Member­ 
ship in this association 
is purely 
voluntary. 
It must be the desire 


of the local authorities of a high 
school to have the school accred­ 
ited by the association in order to 
have it considered for accrediting. 
Advantages 
that 
high 
shoots 
realize as a result of being accred­ 
ited by the North Central Associa­ 
tion can be summarized as follows: 
1. The graduates of an accredited 
high school are privileged to enter 
institutions of 
higher 
education 
within the 
North 
Central states 
without 
entrance 
examinations, 
provided that they have studied in 
the high school subjects required by 
the college or university for admis­ 
sion. 
Since 
other 
accrediting 
agencies recognize schools accred­ 
ited by the North Central Associa­ 
tion, this privilege of entering in­ 
stitutions of higher education with­ 
out examination is extended prac­ 
tically 
throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
2. The graduates of accredited 
high schools have 
the assurance 
that their high school diplomas will 
be acceptable to state boards hav­ 
ing to do with the granting of cer­ 
tificates for the various professions 
of medicine, dentistry, law, etc. In 
states requiring graduation from 
unproved high school as pre requi­ 
s i t e to the obtaining of a teach­ 
ing certificate, the 
graduates of 
schools accredited 
by the North 
Central association 
meet the re­ 
quirements of such a law. 
3. A high school approved by the 
North Central association must 
maintain high standards and con­ 
sequently the community is assured 
of a program of modem high school 
education. 
4. The examination of the school 
at regular internals by inspectors 
and supervisors serves 
to stimu­ 
late progress and to prevent the 
development of questionable prac­ 
tices and tendencies. 
5. A high school accredited by 
the North Central Association en­ 
joys a greater prestige in the sur­ 
rounding country and therefore 
finds it easier to attract non-resi­ 
dent pupils. 
6. The patrons have more con­ 
fidence in, and are generally more 
willing to support, an 
accredited 
high school.
